You Can Grew Annuals Indoors! 
Dear Editor: 


Readers of your fine magazine 
shouldn’t be discouraged from growing 
annuals indoors in winter by Al Bowers’ 
adverse report from Chicago. published 
on page 4 of the November FLOWER 
GROWER. 

Last winter, an unusually dull. gray 
one here in Maine, we had nearly con- 
tinuous bloom from 25 Fire Chief petunia 
plants which had been transplanted from 
window boxes in fall. The plants were 
in a southeast window; daytime tem- 
perature was 72°, night 60°. 

These petunias were flowering when 
transplanted and continued to bloom 
until after Christmas, when they were 
cut back because they were becoming 
leggy. In two weeks or so, they burst 
into profuse bloom again and continued 


until mid-March, when they were cut 
back once more. In a few weeks, they 
hudded again and were at their very 
best when set into the garden in late 
April. These same plants were still 
blooming when killed by frost this fall. 

Whenever the blossoms started to be- 
come small and pale, the plants were fed 
with Ra-Pid-Gro. I’m sure that if petunias 
will bloom all winter (not just with 
garden-set buds opening indoors) here 
in Maine during a cloudy winter. they 
will do it anywhere.—ELsert Bates, Jr., 
Bangor, Me.

plants are about the easiest to handle. 

The Canby pachistima can withstand 
nearly full sun, while its western sub- 
stitute, P. myrsinites, requires part 
shade. Rich garden loam that is well 
drained is needed for satisfactory growth. 
So long as the temperature does not go 
much lower than 10 degrees below zero. 
and summer droughts are not serious. 
this native shrub flourishes. 

Once established. the plants need 
little. if any. care, but they are none too 
tolerant of shearing. Such treatment is 
unnecessary, for the plants are clean. 
with never a dead branch unless soil is 
inadequate or mechanical injury occurs. 

Because the pachistimas are closely 
related to the bittersweets and the euony- 
mus, they may be susceptible to light 
infestations of scale insects, similar to 
oyster scale or euonymus scale. Many 
areas are never troubled by this pest. 
but those who have bittersweets or euony- 
mus that are seriously infested might

and well enriched with manure, compost 
or a mixture of 4 parts steamed bone- 
meal to 1 part of dried manure. Agri- 
cultural lime is sprinkled over the sur- 
tace before setting out the plants 6 
inches apart. The surface is kept slightly 
above soil level. 

Sweet peas may be sown directly out- 
doors in early spring. After a trench is 
prepared an inch-deep drill is made 
through the middle, then filled with sand. 
Seed is covered with more sand. When 

inches tall, seedlings are thinned to 
stand. 4 to 6 inches apart. 

The sweet pea vines are best sup- 
ported by twiggy branches. These should 
be 5 to 6 feet tall after they are pushed 
into the ground at least a foot. Chicken 
wire stretched along the trench and 
supported by stakes also suffices. Sup- 
ports should be in place before vines get 
tall enough to tangle. When plants are 
well developed. a weekly feeding with 
liquid fertilizer will help produce better 
flowers. 


Tuberous Begonias 

Since the V require a period ot develop- 
ment before setting out in the garden 
when summer weather finally comes, 
tuberous begonias also need an early 
start. Unlike sweet peas. they require 
warmth to start growth. The best tubers 
come from two sources: Belgium and our 
West Coast. The latter are superior in 
quantity of flowers and size of plants; 
the Belgium product is cheaper. 

The tubers. concave at the top and 
oval at the base, are started into active 
growth by laying them in flats or trays 
on damp peat or sand. Masses of white 
roots are produced in four to five weeks, 
and pink sprouts appear in the center at 
the same time. This means they are ready 
to plant in 4 to 6-inch pots. depending 
on the size of the tuber and extent of 
rooting. Potting soil ey ts of 2 parts 
loam, or good garden soil, ] part peat and 
sand with some compost, manure or a 
sprinkling of dried cow manure and hone- 
meal. The drainage hole in the pot is 
covered with broken crocks or gravel. 
and the pot filled with the mixture. 
Rooted tubers are pressed into the soil. 
gently so as not to bruise rootlets. and 
the surface of the tuber slightly covered 
with the soil mixture. Leave an inch of 
space below the rim for watering; the 
plants grow fast and need adequate 
moisture. Some are moved to large? pots 
later. 

\ site shielded from sun is accepted 
as the best for garden culture. However, 
tuberous begonias do well in the open if 
the sun is tempered with cool winds. as 
near the seashore, in central New York 
State and in parts of New England. Free 
air circulation is imperative. as is per- 
fect drainage. These plants are excellent 
for window boxes and pots on_ the 
porch.¢

This summer we were building a new 
house and although the yard was a mess, 
I had to have a few flowers. 

I raised pansy plants from seed in a 
tin can, and when they budded. set them 
out. The only place available to put them 
was a poorly prepared, heavy clay area 
where the sun shown directly all day. Any 
pansy-wise gardener would know that 
such a place was totally unsuitable for 
pansies. I risked it. 

The flower bed is a co-operative proj- 
ect between our driveway and a neigh- 
bor’s. My neighbor bought some lovely

“ew in. 


pansies full of bloom and set them on her 
side of the bed. The weather was very 
hot and dry, and after a few weeks. her 
plants were dead. 

I watered my pansies occasionally 
but could tell they surely needed some- 
thing more. I thought maybe there was 
something to foliar feeding and so I tried 
it. About every three weeks I mixed a 
solution of less than half strength. follow- 
ing directions. I poured it over the pansy 
plants. wetting the leaves well and allow- 
ing plenty to soak into the dry ground. 

The plants thrived, producing fairly 
large blooms all summer. Now (in No- 
vember). they are still blooming and 
give promise of living over winter. 

Next year, I shall continue to leaf- 
feed these plants, and considering my 
results even with this year’s weather 
handicap, I expect to have much larger 


blooms.

Even a small pile of leaves in an 
obscure corner can be the starting point 
for a compost pile, but .I feel that a 
planned structure does a better job and, 
in the long run, requires less effort. | 
built the 6-foot-square unit, shown on the 
preceding page, so the walls were 11% 
feet high on three sides. Then, I placed 
concrete’ reinforcing rods every 4 to 6 
inches to construct a wide mesh, which 
i thought would permit the compost to 
sift through. I should have used a de- 
vice similar to the grates in a coal fur- 
nace so I could shake it through. 

On top of this, I built the walls up 
another 4 feet on all four sides. This 
gave me a box 5% feet high with a 
1%-foot opening at ground level at the 
front for removal of compost. 

Once or twice a year, I sift material 
for potting soil right in the unit. using 
a 14-inch mesh screen. The coarse resi- 
due is thrown back for further compost- 
ing. Bones usually tumble down the 
sifting screen four or five years before 
they lose their identity in the rich black 
compost. The space in the box below 
the reinforcing bars becomes filled up 
as the material above is disturbed dur- 
ing the sifting process and provides a 
reservoir of unsifted compost. 

The sifted material has the consistency 
of well rotted manure and is almost as 
rich in mineral content. When I use 
compost. I add oak leafmold if I want 
an acid soil, sand to lighten the soil and 
ordinary garden soil to thin it out. 

Several handfuls of superphosphate are 
added to each bushel of the mixture. 
This finely ground phosphate rock will 
not burn even the delicate roots of seed- 
lings. Whenever a doubt exists about a 
deficiency in nitrogen, phosphorus or 
potash, I make a soil analysis and add 
what’s lacking in inorganic form. 


[ also practice sheet composting, which 


is actually nothing more than transfer- 
ring a layer of leaves or other organic 
material from the woods to the garden. 
The only disadvantage I have en- 
countered in this method is the beauti- 
ful cover crop of crabgrass and other 
weeds that develop on top of the mulch. 
To overcome this. I place a layer of 
peatmoss over the leaves. To counteract 
the temporary nitrogen deficiency. whic! 
occurs during rapid decomposition o 
organic material, I use a_ nitrogen-rich 
inorganic fertilizer during summer. 
With this deep leaf-mulch, I am able 
to grow mums closer together than is 
normally possible. I cut hundreds for 
exhibition and for cut flowers and I re- 
new my plantings from the sturdy cut- 
tings which poke up through the mulch 
every spring. Since all this represents a 
continual drain on the resources of my 
soil, it is evident that sheet composting 
helps in replenishing productivity.¢

usT as the weathervane on a windy day may shift

just an off-purple and was or was not identical with 
Blue Jay. In view of some recent gladiolus advertising 
copy. I found the following remarks in the February 
1914. issue particularly interesting: 

“Fifty years ago had anyone told me that we should 
see the marvelous improvement made in size, color and 
vigor of these flowers that has been made, I should 
have thought that he was demented and a fit subject for 


a lunatic asylum. I have seen the gladiolus come up 
from the little 2-inch flowers on dwarf stalks to the 
immense 5- to 7-inch flowers on stalks tall enough to 
look an ordinary-sized man right square in the face.” 

With all this background, small wonder that FLOWER 
GROWER retained a particular interest in the gladiolus 
when, at the demand of readers, it widened its scope. 
It is still the leading source of popular information 
about all that transpires in the gladiolus world, as a 
slance at the contents of this issue will show.

A review of the MINIATURE 


by G. L. PIERCE (ILL.) 


HE PAST GLADIOLUS SEASON, miniature and small glads 
not only were found on show tables in greater num- 
bers, lending variety and distinction to the displays, 

but the little fellows won a fair share of ribbons, medals 
and trophies. For instance, at three of the six shows spon- 
sored by the Illinois Gladiolus Society, the small glads 
Little Pal, Statuette and Zig Zag were Grand Champions 
of the three-spike divisions. In a fourth show, a single spike 
of Peter Pan was the runner-up for grand champion in that 
division. 

This proves that the miniatures—these rediscovered 
gems of the glad world—are today an integral part of the 
gladiolus show. 

Of further significance is the value of small glads both 
in the garden and in diminutive arrangements. The latter 
use is of particular importance in this era of low-ceilinged 
homes. 

In my annual quest for worthy additions to this “honor 
roll” of small glads, I grow and appraise as many new 
varieties—as well as previously untried ones—as I can 
secure. The past year, I grew ten 1953 introductions, and

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can recommend four of them. I grew 14 new seedlings and 
am also recommending six of them. And I tested 18 older 
varieties which I had not grown before, but am able to recom- 
mend only three varieties in this group. 

These figures suggest that the quality of new offerings 
is fast improving, that the miniature hybridizers are indeed 
on the right track. 

Still, if even today two out of three new offerings are not 
worth-while varieties, this symposium of best small glads 
should be of great value to home gardeners. 


This listing, of course, includes old as well as new 
varieties, although the accent is on the more recent intro- 
ductions. 


White Varieties 


Best of the older whites are STARLET and Sus Des, while 
the best recent ones are DRIVEN SNow, FLower Girt, Litrut 
Brive, Spot o’ Rose and Wuite Rippon. Two excellent 
1953 introductions are DAINTINESs, a ruffled creamy white 
with light yellow throat, and PoLtar Cus, a plain-petaled, 
pure white glad of extraordinary stature.

In the creams, there has been no worthy addition for sev- 
eral years—certainly nothing to challenge the leader.

Yellow Varieties 


\ newcomer to the yellow ranks is Frovic, a novelty whose 
deep yellow florets with huge red blotches will catch 
the eye and fancy of all glad lovers. A similar variety is 
Gaity CLap, a captivating greenish yellow novelty sure to 
catch on. Best of all yellows and one of our finest minia- 
tures is SvratueTte. Another topnotcher is Lirtte Go p 
Bass, MeLisanpe, PALE Moon and YELLow Birp complete 
this strong color group. 


Buff Varieties 


There are still no new buffs, so I stick to the standards, 
Don Pedro and Filigree. Don PeEpro is a showy novelty 
with a prominent red blotch. Although the color of Fiuicret 
is more subdued, its laciniated petals make it a favorite. 


Orange Varieties 


Orange is one of our stionger color «lasses, although 


there hasn't been a worthy new introduction in several 
years. You can take your pick from any of the following 
reliable older ones: CRINKLETTE, Epa, Fuiicker, Ivo, 
OranceE ButrerFcy, ORANGE DELIGHT and TANGELO. 


Salmon Varieties 


The salmon class is also strong and includes such ex- 
cellent and reliable show varieties as Jinctes, Lovety Mary 
and Peter Pan. Close on their heels come LittLe GIANT, 
NapiaA, PirROUETTE and TWINKLEs. 


Searlet Varieties 


In the scarlet class. the leader is Atom, a fine show 
variety and superb likewise for arrangements. Next best is 
ever-reliable Osace. Corat Betis, a miniature that fre- 
quently wins “Smallest Floret in Show” honors, and Perky, 
a saucy little imp, round out a foursome of good scarlets. 


Pink Varieties 


New pinks appear frequently, but good new pinks are 
rare. A good one introduced last year is SKALAWAG, a 
salmon pink with yellow throat stippled salmon. Jupy ANN. 
a 1953 introduction, was stubby in the heat and drouth of 
the past summer. but I still believe it will assert itself under 
normal conditions. Aria and Preccy ANN are superb olde 
pinks, while other good ones are Bo-Prep, CLaucarcy and 
LirtLeE SWEETHEART. CHERUB will make its debut in 1954. 
I think it will prove itself a worthy addition to this group 
and take its place on the show table.

Grandmother's ROSES today 


During the centuries that the rose has reigned as the 
queen of flowers. several distinct types have attained 
popularity—each, in its turn, considered the acme of 
rose perfection. Yet. many of the original species roses 
and old favorites possess desirable attributes that are 
not found in the modern varieties. If their assets were 
more widely known, Grandmother's roses would rival the 
new in popularity. 

Even the most ardent admirer of old-fashioned roses 
realizes that they are not equipped to replace our present- 
day favorites, but they can be used advantageously with 
the hybrid teas. floribundas and climbers. What is more. 
they take part with considerable poise in an_ over-all 
landscape scheme where the finest hybrid tea would 
be at a loss. Collectors’ items though the species roses 
may be—and a joy as such to the hobbyist—they have 
the true aristocrat’s ability to mix companionably with 
more common garden inhabitants. Fortunately. garden 
designers and commercial rose growers are beginning to 
appreciate their qualities, and the better of the species 
and old roses will soon be more readily obtainable. 

These more primitive roses should be classed as shrubs 
rather than bedding plants: when compared with othe 
shrubs their worth becomes apparent. In addition to 
possessing certain sentimental and genealogical value 
they are. as a whole, dependably hardy. disease resistant. 
tolerant of soil and environment—and downright attrac- 
tive, Loo. 


Blood red single blooms are splashed over tall R. moyesi. Since they differ considerably in stature, habit and 





blossom color, many haye utilitarian as well as esthetic 
traits. Some are ideal subjects for accent points in the 


shrub border or foundation planting, as well as for in- 


dividual specimens. Others may be used to conceal 
an unsightly view. to form an impregnable hedge. to 
prevent erosion or for naturalizing. Against a_ picket 
fence, along a drive, grouped in the center of a turn- 
about, as a pair of slightly bristly sentinels at the 
entrance gate—wherever there is sun these roses will 
hold their own as stars or sturdy supporters in the gar- 
den scheme. Some of the taller kinds make an ideal 
background for a birdbath; smaller ones complement a 
sundial. 

The majority bloom but once a year; still. the flower- 
ing period is long and profuse. In many instances the 
blossoms are followed by brightly colored fruits. or hips. 
that add greatly to the autumn beauty of the garden and 
contribute to indoor bouquets. A planting of these roses 
invariably increases the bird population in a garden. as 
they find the thorny branches a safe and desirable nest 
ing place. Birds are also fond of the fruits. 

Old-fashioned roses require no more attention than 
other shrubs. An annual springtime [SEE PAGE 90

North America is the native home of fifteen carnivorous 
plants, all of which make interesting pot plants, and some 
of which thrive outdoors. Most of these meat eaters live 
on insects, but some catch even larger prey. 

One of the most cunningly engineered traps imaginable, 
Dionea muscipula, called by Linnaeus ‘“Miraculum 
naturae,” is indeed a miracle of nature, complete with 
sweet lure and hair trigger mechanism that springs its 
twin jaws to entrap luckless insects and even small frogs. 
It is found growing wild in no other part of the world 
except a restricted area near Wilmington, N. C. 

The individual traps cluster in a rosette at the base of the 
flowering stem, which bears an umbel of six to ten demure, 
five-petaled white flowers. Grown in full sun the traps 
acquire a red coloring; in shade they remain green. For 
a graphic idea of the trap, place your hands together 
in a prayerful attitude, with fingers interlaced. The 
palms would correspond to the two halves of the trap, and 
the fingers to the cilia that mesh tightly to enclose the prey 
when the trigger is touched. 

The uncanny trigger action springs the trap with light- 


ening speed. The triggers are spines—three at the base 
of each lobe of the trap. When the spines are touched by 
an insect the two halves close and remain that way until 
the prey is digested and absorbed. Only then do the jaws 
open for further trapping. 

Seed of dionea, and the other carnivorous plants dis- 
cussed here, germinate easily in an ordinary glass casserole 
filled with an inch of coarse sand and topped with live 
sphagnum moss, or dry moss that has been rubbed through 
a quarter-inch mesh screen. After the growing medium is 
wet thoroughly and excess water poured off, seed is sown on 
the surface, then covered lightly with more sphagnum moss. 
\ covered casserole produces the high humidity necessary 
for germination. - 

Considerable humidity is essential to dionea. In a humid 
greenhouse they do well near the glass, in perfectly drained 
pots. For the average grower a casserole will simulate 
greenhouse conditions. On top of two inches of coarse 
sand, for drainage, the dionea plant is set loosely in sphag- 
num. If saturated when necessary, then excess moisture 
poured off, this medium will remain sweet for a long time

and will approximate the conditions of the native North 
Carolina swampland. 

On July 15, 1951, the North Carolina State Legislature 
passed a law prohibiting the digging or shipping of dionea 
except for scientific purposes. Until nurseries grow stock, 
the plants will be scarce, but starting them from seed is 
well worth the effort. 

The family Sarraceniaceae, including the two North 
Americans, Darlingtonia californica and the sarracenia, 
contains some of the most beautiful and varied carnivorous 
plants. Darlingtonia californica is known locally as the 
“cobra plant.” Seen in the half light of evening by a 
stream side in the Siskiyou mountains, the sinister and 
elegant hooded trumpets are indeed easily transformed by 
the imagination into a mass of writhing, swaying cobras 
with hoods inflated and beady eyes seeking the intruder. 

Under favorable growing conditions, and with informed 
care, darlingtonia has proven hardy in Massachusetts. 
There are many formulae for making it happy, but condi- 
tions that work for one grower do not always prove effective 
for another. Except in favored West Coast sections, it is 
more satisfactory as a pot or dish plant. 

Do not overpot it. Six-inch azalea pots are large enough 
for a single plant. The root system is not heavy and is 
sensitive to a dead, stagnant soil condition. In its native 
habitat, darlingtonia grows along streams and in swamps 
where the soil water is free moving and the soil open 
and aerated. 

A favorable potting mixture consists of 4 sharp sand. 
} peatmoss and 4 sphagnum moss. The pot should stand 
in a saucer of fresh water changed frequently, preferably 
in a cool, shaded location. 

Shallow earthenware or pottery bowls are used with 
excellent results in California. The bare roots of the 
plant are spread and anchored with flat rocks. Over the 
rocks and up to the growing crown, sharp white sand with 
a little charcoal is filled in. Water is maintained at sand 
level but not allowed to become stagnant. 

Generally speaking. a leaf is a leaf, varied in form and 
texture, but performing the accepted task of photo- 
synthesis—converting sunshine into carbohydrates. Not 
so the leaves of these fantastic meat-eaters. Evolution has 
created leaves of exquisite design and proportion, with 
purpose.

Best All-Around Annuals 


For masses of colorful flowers throughout the summer 


HE gayest of colors for garden effects and indoor arrange- 

ments, quantities of bloom in all sorts of shapes and 

sizes—all this and consistent performance, too, may be ex- 
pected from a few packets of annual flower seeds sown directly in 
the garden this spring. Field tests have shown that certain kinds 
and varieties of annual flowers will put on top-notch displays 
under average home garden conditions. These all around annuals 
grow well, are true to type charactertistics and blossom abun- 
dantly from midsummer until frost. 

The first and most important step in producing beautiful 
flowers during summer and fall is to plant high quality seed 
with a high germination percentage. Seeds should be obtained 
from a reliable seedsman who packets only such high germinating 
stock. There are a few progressive flower seedsmen who label 
their packets as to germination percentage for the benefit of 
their customers. The effect of the germination percentage shows 
up sharply in a field stand of plants such as young asters; low, 
weak germination will mean few, or no flowers in the garden. 

For cut flowers, zinnias are probably the most useful free- 
blooming annuals. Their wide range of types and colors makes 
them deservedly popular. Many of the named varieties of the 
Giant Flowered. Fantasy, Cut-and-Come-Again and_ smaller 
Pompon types are 100 per cent true to name, and have per- 
formed consistently well. Of the California Giant Flowered type, 
CHERRY QUEEN, DarropiL, ScarLtetT QurEN and LAVENDER 
QueEN all produce excellent large. uniform blooms throughout 
the season.

OW MUCH WORK you can do in the garden this month depends on 
where you live.

Southwest Pruning 


After all danger of frost is past. some- 
time after the middle of February. the 
tender shrubs, such as fuchsias and hi- 
biscus, can be cut back. It doesn’t pay 
to jump the gun on Mother Nature. If 
late frosts do strike, don’t rush to cut 
off blackened branches. This applies to 
citrus, too, which should remain un- 
pruned even if frosted, because they re- 
cover faster that way. New growth will 
start later, when milder weather sets in. 


Roses on the Move 


In the milder parts of the Northwest, 
California and the Southwest. overgrown 
roses are best transplanted now while 
they're dormant. Don’t use strong fer- 
tilizers on these until they are well 
established. It is best to use well-rotted 
manure in transplanting. Also. cut back 
the tops of the plants about half to com- 
pensate for broken or pruned roots. Give 
plants ample moisture until new growth 


begins. 


Sow Seeds Now 


If you want a blanket of summer 
bloom, try broadcasting seeds of any of 
these hardy annuals; candytuft, godetia. 
larkspur, Royal Carpet alyssum. Vir 
ginia stock, cornflower, linaria, calen- 
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dula, nemophila, California poppy and 
baby’s breath. The following should be 
sown in flats or pots soon: the new 
Powder Puffs aster, annual chrysanthe- 
mum, petunia, verbena, annual scabiosa, 
schizanthus, cosmos, nicotiana, nierem- 
bergia. nemesia, mignonette and mari- 
gold. 


Move Perennials 


Rules for transplanting perennials are 
In the fall, divide and trans- 
plant those which bloom before July 1.

Dormant Spraying 


Here's a job which rates a top priority 
because so much depends on the timing. 
In the Southwest, where new growth 
often starts as early as the first week in 
February, it will be necessary to spray 
fruit trees, roses and other deciduous 
shrubs and trees at once. If possible, get 
two applications on the plants. Use Volk 
oil spray and add to it a 26 per cent 
calcium available

The way to prevent leaf curl on peaches 
and nectarines is to cover the branches 
and every single crevice on the limbs 
thoroughly. Some people — still use 
Bordeaux or lime sulphur for leaf curl, 
but the improved typés of 26 per cent 
calcium polysulphide are more efficient. 
Apricot trees, which are sometimes dam- 
aged by sulphur, should be sprayed with 
Bordeaux, however. 


Prepare for Lawns 


Even if you ‘don’t plan to sow your 
lawn until next month, do your spading 
now. Spade to a depth of 8 to 10 inches. 
throw out rocks and debris and allow 
the soil to settle. Work in a couple of 
inches of weed-free rotted manure and 
Canadian peatmoss. 

If you’re not sure the manure is abso- 
lutely free of weed seeds, play safe and 
use only peat to build up the humus 
content. Since this material has been 
dug in bogs of British Columbia, where 
it has aged for more than 20,000 years. 
it will not only add valuable humus but 
be completely free of weeds and foreign 
matter. 

Work up the lawn site and water the 
ground to encourage the first crop of 
weeds. Then hit them with one of the 
improved 2.4-D sprays. It’s a surer way 
of killing the weeds and you won't have 
to grub them out by hand after the 
lawn is up. It’s safe to plant grass seed 
one to two weeks after you’ve applied 
the spray. 


Set Out Vegetables 


These vegetables should be set out 
soon: Globe artichoke. rhubarb divisions. 
asparagus roots. onion sets and _ trans- 
plants of cabbage and cauliflower. Try 
these from seeds: garden peas. Swiss 
chard. beets. lettuce. radishes. carrots 
and onions. 


Plant Glads Early 


Although you can plant glads practi- 
cally the year round in the Southwest. 
you'll have less trouble with thrips if you 
plant early. (In the Northwest. get 
started in late March and April.) 

Thrips will winter on corms or on 
infected neighboring plants and _ start 
laying eggs in growing tissues in early 
During cool weather they in-

Here are some other gladiolus plant- 
ing pointers. Plant in staggered rows 
with bulbs 5 inches apart for an effect 
of fullness. Buy only corms with a high, 
slightly pointed crown. Look for thick- 
ness, not diameter. On most varieties. 
a flat crown indicates a weak bulb—one 
that probably had too many leaves cut 
with the blooms the previous summer. 
Remember there are seven commercial 
sizes offered. Get the best and be a 
happy. satisfied gardener. 


February Check List 


Let local weather conditions help you 
decide when to do the following jobs. 
In mild regions they can be done right 
now. In the colder parts of the North- 
west. it may be necessary to wait an- 
other two to six weeks. 

1. Prune fruit trees, shade trees. roses. 
grape vines, currants, gooseberries and 
Prune 
pyracanthas after the last berries have 
dropped. removing about one-third of

2. This is an ideal time to plant street 
trees. Don’t. however, make the mistake 
of planting them too close together 
space all street trees 50 feet apart.

3. Go over your berry patches, cut- 
ting out the old canes and tying up the 
new.

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Guide to Pruning 


fruit Trees 


by DAVID G. WHITE

You can do more permanent damage 
to a fruit tree by overpruning it than 
by never pruning it at all. Therefore, 
the reasons for pruning should be clearly 
understood before even the pruning 
shears are taken in hand. 

The basic purpose in pruning fruits 
is to obtain a larger quantity of higher 
quality fruit than would otherwise be 
obtainable. Various pruning procedures 
are used to accomplish this. The judici- 
ous removal of limbs opens up the tree 
so that sprays and dusts to control in- 
sects and diseases can better reach all 


foliage and fruit. The removal of dead, 
diseased and broken branches also helps 
to control pests. Thinning out of small 
branches permits more sunlight to enter 
the inner parts of the tree, where it 
helps develop high quality fruit. And 
the percentage of quality fruit is often 
increased by the removal of weak fruit- 
ing wood. 

Pruning is also done to maintain 
proper growth of tree parts which bear 
fruit, the procedure varying with the 
particular tree’s bearing habit. 

Still another purpose of pruning is to 


encourage the development of strong 
limbs able to carry heavy loads of fruit 
without breaking. A well balanced tree 
with a strong scaffold framework is at- 
tained by careful early selection of main 
limbs. To be strong, a scaffold limb must 
arise from the trunk at as wide an angle 
as possible. 

Last. pruning is done to restrain trees 
to moderate size, facilitating harvesting, 
spraying and pruning. 

The general effects of pruning on 
tree fruits should also be kept in mind. 
First. any pruning dwarfs a tree and 
stimulates the growth of new shoots near 
the cut. Second, pruning of young trees 
delays bearing (although some pruning 
is needed). Third, overpruning of bear- 
ing trees reduces yields. Fourth, a light 
or moderate annual pruning of tree fruits 
usually results in increased yields of 
quality fruit. And last, in cold sections 
fall or early winter pruning predisposes 
the tree to injury from severe cold 
Therefore, pruning is done more safely 
in spring, about the time growth starts 

The choice of cuts and severity of

shoot growth as close as possible to tree’s main axis, 
where fruit will be adequately supported. This serves, 
too, to restrain the tree size. Weak fruiting shoots 
were also removed and rest thinned to 6 inches apart. 








pruning are based upon three factors: 
age, fruiting habit and vigor. The young 
fruit tree is pruned to train it to develop 
mechanically strong. while bearing trees 
are pruned mainly to encourage the pro- 
duction of quality fruit. Fruiting habit 
must be considered prior to removing 
limbs or shoots, for some fruits are 
borne on spurs developed from old 
wood, others on year-old shoots. Tree 
vigor influences the severity of pruning. 
\ weak tree is best not pruned at all 
until it has been strengthened. 

Pruning tools needed are a_ pruning 
saw, loppers, hand shears and, for tall 
trees, a ladder. The cut surface should 
be smooth and parallel to the remain- 
ing branch with no stub left. 

With limbs more than an inch in 
diameter, it’s best to saw from the under- 
side first, completing the sawing from 
the top side. Then the cut limb will not 
strip the bark. To minimize danger of 
tearing the bark of a limb 3 or more 
inches in diameter, it first should be 
sawed off about a foot from its connec- 
tion, then the stub cut close to the 
trunk. 

Wounds 2 inches or more across should 


be painted. You can make your own 


wound paint simply by mixing Bordeaux 
spray powder into raw linseed oil until 
the mixture is creamy. 


Apple Trees 


Some time during their first few 
formative years, apple trees should be 
pruned to a “modified leader” system. 
This means that after the central leader 
has attained a height of about 8 feet, 
it is cut back to a lateral branch that 
becomes the modified leader. 

A one-year-old nursery apple tree is 
only a whip. and latest experiments 
show it should not be cut back at plant- 
ing time. But two-year-old trees ob- 
tained from the nursery probably will 
have been cut back the previous year. 
With either aged tree select several 
strong branches as future scaffold limbs 
and remove the rest of the larger ones. 
The branches selected should be well 
distributed around the main stem, 8 to 
10 inches apart vertically. and each 
should arise from the main stem at 
the widest angle possible. 

The following year, a light pruning 
will suffice. A considerable number of 
the many small shoots and twigs up and 
down the trunk should be left, for these 
encourage the development of wider 
crotch angles of the scaffolds. while their 
foliage helps to make the young tree 
grow. They can be removed later with- 
out damaging the tree seriously. But 
dense mats of shoots and twigs, of 
course, should be thinned out. 

If one of the scaffold limbs grows faster 
than the leader, it should be cut back 
to a side branch [SEE PAGE 84] 
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The best “remedy *—prevention !

Many a house plant can be saved from an early doom if indoor 
gardeners will bear in mind that keeping plants healthy and trouble- 
free is largely a matter of prevention and not cure. House plants 
rarely become naturally infested with pests or diseases as their 
outdoor brethren do. The home acts as a protective environment 
shutting out bugs and blights. When insects or diseases do show 
up, you may well be to blame, since many troublemakers can enter 
homes only by hitching rides on plants or in the potting soil. 
Actually, the majority of house plant ailments is caused by over- 
zealous doctoring or disregard for environmental and_ nutritional 
requirements. 

Learning to recognize the danger signs on plants and inspecting 
all plants carefully for these signs before O.K.’ing them to bring 
into your home should be the first consideration. A plant that looks 
clean and healthy at the florist’s may actually be carrying the 
“seeds” of an infestation. The few specks on the underside of a 
leaf may be the forerunners of thousands of swarming spider mites. 
The tiny insignificant scales in a stem crevice may be scale insects 
that will multiply later into a big ugly mess covering the entire 
stem. One small brown spot may be the generator of many more 
spots that will destroy the beauty of the plant and perhaps kill it. 

When diagnosing plant ailments, look for the more obvious 
culprits first—insects, mites and root-knot nematodes. If they 
are not the cause. then look for the more elusive .factors—disease 
or improper environmental and nutritional conditions. 

Practically all the common destructive house plant pests feed by 
sucking the sap from foliage or stems. Among the most obvious 
are the scale insects. Yet the uninitiated seldom recognize them 
as insects but think them some scaly growth or disease. But they 
are insects, doomed to an inactive existence under a protective shield 
except for a short period following hatching. when they are tiny. 
flat creatures known as crawlers. Mature scales are threadlike, 
pear-shaped, oval or hemispherical, depending on the species. Look 
for scales on fern, cactus, ivy, palm, rubber plants, citrus, camellia. 
begonia. orchid and croton. 

To avoide scale insects, give all new plants a good washing 
with a forceful spray of water, if they can take it, and remove 
any suspicious-looking objects with a soft toothbrush and soapy 
water. Frequent additional baths should prevent any scales that 
sneaked by from gaining a ‘foothold. Plants too delicate for 
forceful sprays may ‘be treated with insecticides. A spray solu- 
tion of 1 teaspoonful of DDT emulsion, 25 per cent strength, 
applied several times at two-week intervals is effective against 
the crawler stage. All feeding stages of scales are reported to 
be killed by a new chemical called malathon. One of the latest 
labor-saving trouble-shooters put out especially for house plant use 
is an aerosol bomb containing pyrethrum, rotenone and an acti- 
vating agent. This bomb has proven to be surprise [SEE PAGE 64]

tures that excrete copious amounts of 
honeydew. The adults are tiny, active, 
white-winged flies. Because the young 
are tough babies and nothing seems to 
work on them, control must be con- 
centrated on the adults. A weekly spray- 
ing with DDT, malathon or the aerosol 
bomb is recommended. 

Spider mites are so tiny that you 
normally see their damage, a grayish 
stippling of foliage, before you find the 
red or yellow 8-legged midgets and their 
round glistening eggs. Their shed skins, 
amidst the fine webbing on leaf under- 
sides, look like white chaff. A long list 
of plants may harbor spider mites. Most 
commonly you will find them’on aspara- 
cus fern, begonia. cactus, fuchsia. ivy, 
African violet and dracaena. 

A weekly washing will 
usually control spider mites.

However. 
in some cases, spraying with malathon 
or the aerosol bomb may also be needed. 
In light infestations on leaves which are 
not hairy or webbed, the bomb gives near 
complete control of the active stages. 

The cyclamen mite is so small that 
it cannot be seen with the naked eye, 
but its injury is easily recognizable. The 
glassy white or transparent mites pro- 
duce stunted, cupped or distorted leaves 
and flowers on African violet, begonia, 
ivy. crassula, fuchsia, geranium and 
cyclamen. In African violets, the center 
growth stays pale and stunted. 

Badly infested plants should be de- 
stroyed, for this pest’ is very difficult to 
control. Make sure that only healthy 
plants are brought into the house and 
propagate only from clean stock. Dipping 
the plant tops for 15 minutes in hot 
water kept at exactly 110° will kill the 
mites without harm to the plants. Weekly

The last insects to be considered are 
springtails, slim white jumping insects, 
not because they are a pest but because 
so many people notice them and think 
they are injuring their plants.

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The Home’

I always admire the man who can 
grow good house plants—he really has 
skill. We who garden in the greenhouse 
do not need to be such experts. Results 
come naturally due to the perfect grow- 
ing conditions available to us. Tem- 
peratures, ventilation, humidity, soil 
moisture and nutrients are easily ad- 
justed to suit the particular crop and 
season of the year. 

On these very cold February nights it 
is advisable to keep the temperature no 
higher than is required by the particular 
plants grown. For example, kinds that 
require 50° are better off if kept a little 
on the cool side, say 46° to 48°. rather 
than too warm. Rapidity of transpiration 
with artificial heat is so great during this 
dull weather that the plants cannot take 
up moisture and nourishment as quickly 
as they do later on when days are milde: 
and longer. A temperature of 10° higher 
by the sun’s heat on bright days is just 
fine; but, by all means. keep the heat 
down and leave the vents cracked open 
on the dull days that are so numerous 
during this period. 

Ventilation is needed to freshen the 
air, especially in the morning after the 
heater has been running full force all 
night long. Avoid down drafts—if neces- 
sary, by hanging layers of cheese cloth 
underneath the roof ventilators. Drafts 
directly on the plants are harmful, so do 
not use side ventilation at all during this 
season. Turn the heat up toward 3 or 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, with the ven-

What you do require for success in 
growing your own vegetables is the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Plenty of SUNSHINE for at least 
half of the daylight hours; even light 
shade is detrimental to most vegetables. 

2. Rich, deep SOIL, or soil which can 
be made so. In the latter case, somewhat 
more time and expense will be involved, 
but success can be achieved. 

3. TIME: sufficient to attend to the 
work involved in planting, weeding, cul- 
tivating and dusting or spraying crops 
that require protection. The time re- 
quired will vary from an average of two 
hours a week for a very small garden to 
five or six for a fairly large one. 

4. EQUIPMENT AND MATERIALS. 
The equipment required for a small gar- 
den need include practically nothing 
more than most suburban home owners 
already possess, i.e., a digging fork (or 
spade), a hoe, rake, hand weeder, and 
a small hand dust gun. The materials 
will include seeds and plants; humus 
fertilizers; and pesticides. For a 
small vegetable garden (such as that 
additional cost. 
above that of growing flowers alone, need 
not exceed $3.00 to $5.00. It doesn’t take 
many heads of lettuce and broccoli, or 
pounds of tomatoes and beans, at present 
prices, to repay that amount! 

Let us turn back and look a bit further 
at the factors of sunshine, soil and time.

Only a few simple rules need be fol- 
lowed to grow successfully these time- 
tested flowers. Soil should be well pre- 
pared and properly fertilized. Only good 
quality seed should be planted. For the 
most profuse blooming of dahlias. mari- 
golds and zinnias it is advisable to spray 
or dust with DDT every ten days or two 
weeks as the buds are developing, and 
until such a time as they are covered 
with blooms. These applications pro- 
tect the tiny buds from insects and allow 
maximum and perfect flower formation. 
If plants look stunted, yellowish or sickly 
during the growing season, a topdressing 
of nitrogenous fertilizer might stimulate 
better color and more shoot growth.

Old Trees 


Old fruit trees of any kind which have 
been pruned lightly or not at all for 
many years should not be pruned dras- 
tically. And several years old 
that have never before been pruned 
should be trimmed only moderately for 
two or three years. 

After a tree is more than one or two 
years old, don’t try eliminate the 
obvious scaffold limbs in favor of others. 
If narrow-angled scaffolds have de- 
veloped, you can reduce the danger of 
their breaking by bracing them.¢

| From paGE 51] bulge to form the “cobra 
hood.” Hanging downward and _ out- 
ward are two appendages, or “fangs,” 
green splashed with rose madder. 

The intricate lure and trap of darling- 
tonia is diabolic. A wary insect is first 
attracted by the colorful appendages, 
which are covered with many _ nectar- 
secreting glands to encourage entrance 
through the mouth and onto the floor of 
the hood. This is abundantly supplied 
with secreted nectar. 

The hood’s interior is lighted by a 
clever scheme of fenestration—chloro- 
phyl-free, transparent cells—which gives 
the spacious domed “chamber” soft over- 
head light. Thus the insect is lured to 
the rear of the dome where nectar glands 
decrease and finally disappear to be re- 
placed by down-pointing, stiff bristles. 
These impel the insect on to a smooth 
“drop” where it can gain no footing and 
is plunged into the depth of the pitcher 
from which there is no return. 

\ neutral-colored liquid, secreted by 
the pitcher wall, immediately commences 
the disintegration of the prey. The 
product is gradually absorbed by the 
pitcher wall for the plant’s nourishment. 
May and June are the most active months 
for nectar secretion and trapping. By 
midsummer each pitcher is gorged with 
insect rémains. When plants are grown 
indoors, small bits of lean beef might be 
inserted into the pitcher with tweezers 
occasionally during the growing season. 

The genus sarracenia is composed of 
nine species. each of distinct form and, 
for the most part, localized within a 
given area along the Atlantic seaboard. 
The species on which the genus was 
based for Tournefort’s description of the 
plant in 1700 is Sarracenia purpurea, the 
commonest and most widely distributed. 
Its habitat extends from Florida to Labra- 
dor, and west to Minnesota. Most of the 
remaining eight species are found from 
Virginia south to Florida and also 
in Louisiana. 

Since the nine species may be cross- 
pollinated, the pitcher and color char- 
acters of any two may be combined. 
These hybrids are also fertile, and may 
be crossed to produce pitchers of great 
beauty, varied form and rich colorings. 
For example, Sarracenia stevensi is a 
hybrid between S. flava and $. purpurea. 
S. flava, the seed parent, is one of the 
tallest upright species, while S. purpurea, 
the pollen parent, has fat and decumbent 
pitchers. S. stevensi, the progeny of the 
cross, is upright in habit, not so tall as 
S. flava, but fatter with a wide flaring 
hood. 

These, briefly, are the species and their 
distinctive characteristics. S.  drum- 
mondi, tallest and most spectacular, has 
white fenestration framed in rich crim- 
son; S. flava has yellow green pitchers 
with flaring lid and a crimson splash
